DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Appellant's brief, filed 3/17/2009, with respect to claims 1-3, 
6, and 8-16 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The final rejection of these claims 
has been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The previously applied references of Mason, US Pat. No. 6,497,361 and Swartz, US Pat. 
No. 6,102,290 fail to disclose a prompting feature for instructing a user to bypass the security tag 
deactivation area when the purchased article does not require deactivation of a security tag. 

The remaining prior art of record also fails to disclose this feature. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
